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DEMOCRACY STILL BEST 

A portent, in a measure a tragic one, is to 
be found in the current embroilment of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, in which differ- 
ences of administrative judgment have resulted 
in a congressional investigation. The investiga- 
tors have listened to little more than accusa- 
tions and counter-accusations of a variety of 
purported illegel and unethical conduct. 


In a sense, the investigation demonstrates 
that the conduct of governmental functions in 
which matters of national or regional policy are 
vested can be best conducted by men, or women, 
directly responsible to the voters. In other 
words, through democracy. The directors of 
TVA act in an authoritarian capacity to an 
extent never before tested in the United States. 
The authority was designed to point the way to 
further extentions of powers of this type, over- 
lapping states lines and to some extent over- 
riding the authority of the sovereign states, It 
may yet lead to this conclusion, yet it is difficult 
to see how the American people can counte- 
nance further steps in this direction unless and 
until the TVA can be administered in a manner 
which draws public confidence. Quite definite- 
ly this has not been the case, even when the 
contentions of the warring directors are elimi- 
nated from consideration. 


The directors set out with high idealism. 
They found their paths of thought did not 
meet. The result rests in the bitterness under- 
lying the disclosures of the congressional com- 
mittee. 

They have demonstrated that this coun- 
try is not yet prepared for the centralization 
that has been a constantly increasing aim of 
the federal government over the years from the 
close of the War Between the States. (If the 
birth of that aim can be arbitrarily placed at 
any one period.) They have demonstrated that 
one man is not able to select three men in 
whom he may vest full responsibility for the 
administration of affairs which affect the day- 
by-day life of the citizens of the country with- 
out the tempering knowledge of the day of the 
ballot box. They have demonstrated that the 
smaller units of government represented in the 
states still have a vital and necessary place in 
the functioning of our democracy. 


The tragedy lies in the fact that students of 
government have over a period of years come 
to the conclusion the ultimate efficiency in 
government would rest in the replacement of 
state lines by regional lines and greater cen- 
tralization of the function of administrative 
procedure. The TVA would have been a fore- 
runner of this structure for the United States. 
It was an experiment in regional planning. In 
the controversy over the power question and 
the differences of its directors this function 
has been largely overlooked, yet it must be 
weighed with the other activities in evaluating 
the worth of the agency to the American people. 


So it becomes apparent the people of the 
United States must look to some other method 
of retaining the sovereignty of the individual 
states while at the same time securing the 
benefits of regional planning. That this can be 
accomplished has been largely obscured by the 
belief that superimposed governments would 
prove most efficacious. The TVA may thereby 
prove a blessing in disguise, in that citizens will 
now turn to pursuing the same ends through 
different and more democratic channels. 


The machinery exists within the constitution | 


of the United States and of the several states. 
Each individual state may enter into a com- 
pact with another state or with a group of 
states, the compact being subject to the ap- 
proval of the national congress and of the peo- 
ple of the states. While this may prove more 
cumbersome than that inherent in a regional 
system, events of the last few years have in- 
dicated that a measure of cumbersome machin- 
ery will be more pleasant in the final analysis 
than streamlined authoritarianism.

THE IMPORTANCE OF MILK 

Within less than 50 years production and use 
of milk has so increased in the United States 
that the country ranks first today among the 
dairy products nations of the world. Milk, ac- 
cording to the Milk Industry Foundation, is the 
nation’s most widely used food, the farmer’s 
largest source of cash income, in the nation as a 
whole, and is the. basis of an industry which, 
for service and volume, has few equals. 

To keep this vast enterprise going, 25,000,000 
cows are milked daily, while more than 45,000,- 
000 quarts of milk are delivered every 24 hours 
to homes and stores. The industry’s production 
—milk, cheese, butter, ice cream and other 
products—was valued last year at approximate- 
ly $3,500,000,000. 

Cash farm income from milk alone in 1937, 
which topped all other farm products, amount- 
ed to $1,530,000,000. Wisconsin, with an income 
to farmers amounting to $168,255,000, ranked 
far and away above other states, with New 
York second with $145,500,000. Georgia ranked 
33d, with a cash income of $10,058,000, but 
ranked 24th among the states in total milk cows 
upon the farm, with 386,000. 

In the value of these cows, however, the state 
dropped back to 3lst place with $11,966,000; 
then to 43d place in average milk production 
per cow, being, in this respect, tied with Texas. 
But the whole south occupies an unenviable po- 
sition in this respect. In total number of quarts 
produced during 1937, Georgia ranked 28th, 
with 525,000,000. 

While the per capita consumption of fluid 
milk in the south is lower than in any other sec- 
tion of the nation, it is greater fiow than at any 
other time, with the exception of the late, 
“wicked” twenties. And it is steadily increasing. 
Per capita consumption for the nation as a 
whole in 1937 was 153 quarts, second only in the 
world to Switzerland with 232 quarts. In per 
capita consumption of butter, the United States 
stood 7th. As a consumer of cheese it stood a 
poor 9th. In the consumption of all three prod- 
ucts—milk, cheese and butter—Italy ranked 
poor last per capita, among the nations listed. 

The increase in milk cow population of the 
United States has been tremendous. In 1840 
there were only 4,800,000 cows. Fifty years later 
the count had increased to 15,590,000, and to 
25,000,000 in 1938. No statistics were given by 
states, but it is well known that Georgia has 
shown both a steady increase in number and an 
improvement in quality. 

In the nation as a whole milk production last 
year reached the astounding amount of 48,777,- 
000,000 quarts. It was consumed principally as 
follows: 29.2 per cent in cities and towns, most- 
ly as a drink; 12.1 per cent used on farms where 
produced; 31.6 per cent consumed in the man- 
ufacture of ‘creamery butter; 10.5 per cent in 
farm butter; 2.3 per cent went into ice cream 
and 5.9 per cent into cheese. 

Georgia and other southern states, need feel 
no embarrassment at their present national 
ranking as dairy states. The time for that has 
past. The whole section is making commend- 
able strides in the right direction. It is only a 
question of time when the south will assume its 
proper place in the nation, not only as to dairy 
products, but in the production of the best 
grade of cattle. 


NEW SERVICE BY TECH 

The rapidly-extending service of the Geor- 
gia School of Technology to the people of Geor- 
gia and of the south is exemplified in the an- 
nouncement by its officials that a course in 
public health engineering, in which a degree 
is offered, will be instituted this fall. 

In recent developments no farther away 
than this city the people have seen the vital 
need for an educational opportunity of this 
type. In both the city and county appoint- 
ments of public health officers the designated 
officials have needed additional courses of 
study so they might qualify under standards 
of the federal and state government. Both, it 
has been announced, will attend schools in 
other sections to secure the studies necessary. 
That cities and counties of the status of At- 
lanta and Fulton must resort to an arrange- 
ment of this kind is illustrative of the greater 
need of smaller and less wealthy communities. 

This lack will shortly be relieved by the 
training of southern youth in a southern school 
by professors acquainted with southern public 
health problems, For youth entering college 
it opens a wide field of opportunity for service 
in this section and for towns and counties it 
will provide the trained men necessary if the 
public health services are to be expanded to 
the required degree. 

Officials of the University System and of 
Georgia Tech are to be commended for their 
foresight in offering this new service to the 
people of the south.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
INCONSPICUOUS DRAMA WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—The 


; most dramatic happenings in the 
Capital are frequently the least conspicuous. Long struggles, such 
as the battle between the New York Stock Exchange and the New 
Deal, take place in the very center of the public stage. And then, 
when the struggles end, the incidents which excitingly symbolize 
the new reign of peace are little noticed or not seen at all. 

Such an incident, and a remarkably interesting one, is the com- 
position of the Securities and Exchange Commission’s report on the 
case of Richard Whitney. There was a headline the other day, re- 
minding the public that Whitney had just finished his fourth month 
at Sing Sing. But there was no headline indicating that the vitally 
important report on his doings is bieng prepared in sensible co- 
operation between those former enemies, the stock exchange and 
the SEC. | 

The report has now reached second draft form. As it stands, it 
is in three parts—the first, comprising the evidence taken at the 
SEC’s Whitney hearings; the second, a summary of that evidence, 
telling the story in connected form; and the third, a list of rec- 


ommendations by the SEC. 
THE WISER COUNSELS In the old days, the Whitney case 

: would have been accepted by the 
whole SEC as a God-given opportunity to impose its will on the 
exchange. There are still some SEC hot-heads who would have 
used the report to pillory the entire financial community. But the 
wiser counsels of Chairman William O. Douglas, who believes in 
keeping the peace once it has been made, have rather naturally 
prevailed. The report glosses over nothing; pulls no punches. But, 
on the other hand, it burns no witches, and calls for no crusades. 

Obviously, the two significant parts of the reports are the second 
and third. In the second, the temptation was to make the sum- 
mary of evidence an accusatory stump speech. Instead, as written 
by able SEC trial examiner, Samuel Clark, it is a coldly factual 
recitation—devastating because the facts are devastating, but not 
aimed, as it might have been, straight at the heads of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., or the exchange old guard, or any other persons involved 
in the story. No individuals are blamed. The facts-are merely 
allowed to underline the lack of protection afforded outsiders in 
the financial community. 


SEGREGATION Far more significant than part two, however, 

is the third part, containing the SEC recom- 
mendations. It must be admitted that here the SEC is using the 
Whitney case to obtain reforms which Chairman Douglas and others 
have long advocated. But, whether or not these particular reforms 
are thought wise, reform is always ushered in by such unfortunate 
happenings as the Whitney case. 

Segregation is the key word in the SEC recommendations, as 
now written. The stock broker’s functions as agent for his cus- 
tomers and his functions as underwriter and private trader in se- 
curities are regarded by the SEC as inherently conflicting. The 
SEC and the exchange officials, headed by young President Wil- 
liam McC. Martin, are now searching, therefore, for a way to dis- 
entangle these functions without disrupting the whole machinery 
of the exchange. Even as it is, the recommendations may force 
some large houses to split into two parts, putting out trading and 
underwriting of shorts. 

The establishment of a great independent trust, to act as reposi- 
tory for customer securities and funds now deposited with the 
brokers;.the separation of the parts of a broker’s capital used in his 
brokerage business and his private trading or underwriting; a 
closer watch over the financial condition of the brokerage houses— 
these are some of the new ventures now being contemplated. There 
are a number of minor schemes, such as one for-a requirement that 
brokers report their private borrowings, and another for an ex- 
change rule increasing members’ and officials’ responsibility for 
general self-regulation, But segregation is the real nubbin of the 


business. 


THEY’RE TRYING It is not expected that the report will soon 


be put in final form or given to the public. 
One commissioner has named early December as the likeliest time 
for the report’s publication. But that is only one more sign that 
the SEC and the exchange will use every effort to arrive at a mu- 
tual agreement. Clearly, in considering such far-reaching proposals 
as the report may contain, there must be initial disagreement, In- 
deed, exchange and SEC officials may fail to agree even in the end, 
and the whole tone of the report may be changed. But, for the
